LOWER BATES. 


Senator Stanford, in t recent inter- 


view with a correspondent of the San 
Franeisco Chronicle, said, among other 
things, that the meeting of the Trans- 
continental Association 
bad accom- 


plished one thing for which he had 
worked for some time, and that was the 
redaction of the overland faies from the 
Missouri rUer to the Pacific Coast to 
$50 for through tickets and $60 for 
stopover tickets. " There are two ways 
to do business," said Stanford. 
"One 


is to trade on the necessities of the peo- 
ple that lire along a road established 
through their territory and to ascertain 
the extent the people must patronize it. 
What thty must do is their necessity, 
and one way of doing business is to 
make them pay high for what they 
are forced to do. That is trading on 
their necessities. I hare always main 
tained that our rates were too low if we 
wanted to trade on the necessities. The 
other way to do business is to trade on 
the future. That is done by adopting a 
policy which will invite the masses to 
you. I have claimed for a year or more 
lhat if that ia the kind of business we 
prefer, our overland rates were ranch 
too high." 


The expression of these viewi from 


one so high in potation, representing so 
great and important a railroad interenl 
must have weight, »nd in conjunction 
with the disposition lor the time being 
at least, of the Transcontinental Aiso- 
ciation. with the cut in rates, is the 
beginning, as it were, of a- new era in 
railroad transportation between the Easl 
and tbe West. East of the Missouri 
river it haa been the policy of all rail- 
roads "to trade on the future" and thus 
cheap fares and freights have not onl 
popnlated and enriched the territory 
through which these lines pass, bu 
bare been the means of enrictrng the 
roads, themselves. It has been the 
history of all roads, the cheaper tbe 
fares and freight, the greater tbe busi 
ness and tbe earnings. 


The many roads running from tb 


great cities in the East have redncei 
the fare of commuters to less than 
cent per mile;in some instances to half 
cent, when only a few years ago they 
charged from two to three cents. Tb

>y the President of the United States 
are Judges of the United States. They 
;laim that this exception was placed in 
he law, as the debate at the time wili

The writer of this knows 
personally most of the jurymen in tlu t 
case and would almost stake his life that 
none of tbem could be successfully ap- 
proached in a corrupt manner, nor is 
there tb* alignte°t evidence, that we can 
ascertain, that every man did not vote 
upon the verdict conscientiously and as 
dictated by his interpretation of tbe law 
and evidence, although we understand 
it haa been otherwise charged npon both 
sides. Men may honestly differ in their 
opinions in such matters and it was fo. 
that reasou, more than any other, thnu 
tbe Nevada Legislature wisely provided 
that three-fourtus of the members of a 
jury could reader a verdict in civil cases.
